A par! of an old fence which 
slill remains is perfectly riddled with 
bullets. Kxcepiing a fctV signs of ihc 
great baltlo no one would think for a 
moment that this beaullfiil field, wiili 
ilspeacolul and rurnl snrro :iding=i, 
was ever tho scene of the tragedy ol 
blood cn.actod on its lield on Ihe 
memorable lid of July, or that within 
its bosom repoBO tho ashos of Southern 
heroes wbom Mars mUht liaro fell 
honored to have etilistcii in his ranks. 
I'cace to their ashes and honor lo 
their memory I Well may Iho South 
be proud of (Urb lonal Although 
we have no cemetery for their inter- 
ineiil nor monument lo mark Iheir 
last resting plaea, yet the memory of 
these heroes, who olfcrod their lives 
upon the (iollysbui'g bights as a saeri- 
lico for whiit thoy (bpught was right, 
linds a lodginoiii 'ipjfevery Sonllioru 
heart wbii:li lime can never etTace. 
Wo vistled Iho headquarters of both 
liens. J.,co and MMdo. Tho two are 
upwards of a luilo apart, Ceii. Lee's 
being on Iho Cliainbcreburg road, on 
Seminary liidgo. It. ij said that Irom 
the top of this buTlding ho watohed 
the progress of Ihe third day's dgbt. 
The soldiers of llio Army of Iho I'o- 
loiiiau speak in the most friendly 
leriiis of tlio Southern troops. A 
Colonel who was in Iho first day's cu- 
gageniviit on Seminary llldge nftci'' 
disouidiiig Ihe various I'eanires of the 
battle with some comrades, said : 
"Well, boys, we have nothing to crow 
over in the batllo. We had strong 
positions and licUl thom by tho skin 
of our teeth, and that'* all." Theyall 
agreed with him and so it was 
throughout the camp. The bills, 
flolde and woods are scattered over 
with relic-huplcrs. One iiiaii yester- 
day found a Silver spur in a perlect 
slate of pre9crvatioii,in front of Ijittle 
Roun.dtop. It was supposed to be 
lhat of a Confoderale olllcer as It was 
within their linos. Another man wo 
saw on Culp's Hill breaking olf a 
piece of a largo liineslonn rock. Upon 
being asked what Ids olijoct was lie 
replied lhat he lay by tliat rock 
daring tiie soooiid day's tight and ho 
was getting a piece of it as n relic, 
lie also poinlod to another rock about 
ten steps sway where his Colonel 
stood during the Oalllo. Mrs. Meado, 
the wllo of Uie old General, is at the 
Springs Hotel, a mineral spring abor.t 
one mile west of the town (Oellys- 
bnrg). Tho baud went over tho oili- 
er itay and gave her a serenade, which 
she very graleliilly received. I am 
not half through with Cellysburi; but 
must close.
